WASHINGTON  -  The  United  States  Mint  will  open  sales  for  Mark  Twain  Commemorative  Silver  Dollars  starting  Feb  1,  2016,  at 
noon  Eastern  Time  (ET). 

Public  Law  112-201  authorizes  the  bureau  to  mint  and  issue  up  to  350,000  $1  silver  dollars  in  proof  and  uncirculated 
qualities.  Customer  demand  will  determine  the  ratio  of  proof  to  uncirculated  coins  minted  within  the  authorized  mintage 
limits.
